Practically ev ery tiling freezes so lid o n Pluto , the co ld­ 
est planet in the so lar sy stem. Ev en the co mmo n gases 
that make up earth's air wo uld be so lids o n that planet. 
Pluto is the coldest planet v-------———

because it is the one farthest 
from the sun. Its averag e dis­ 
tance from the sun is 3,67 5,000,- 
000 miles—almost 40 times as 
far away as earth is. No won­ 
der it never g ets w arm er than 
37 0 deg rees below zero there. 


From Pluto the stin would 
probably appear about the size 
of Venus in earth’s sky . Also, 
y ou wouldn’t be able to see 
earth, or any other planets e x ­ 
cept Neptune, without a tele­ 
scope. 


A strang e thing about Pluto 
is that it is only 3,600 miles in 
diameter which is much smaller 
than 
the

outer 
planets. It is nex t to the sm all­ 
est planet in the solar sy stem, 
Mercury 
(3,000 miles in di­ 
ameter) being the smallest. 


Some scientists think Pluto 
g ot to be the odd-ball it is be­ 
cause it was once a satellite of 
Neptune, but not g oing so fast 
that it escaped from Neptune 
and became a planet itself in­ 
stead of a moon. 
When earth’s spacemen reach 
Pluto, the main difficulty they 
will h£ ve to overcome will be 
the ex treme cold.
